The Ministry of Worl states 
that demolition of the wings of 
the main building haa besun, 
and should bo finished within 
the next few months. The wings,’ 
designed by Jnmes Wyatt and 
ndded in 1788, have sometimes 
been eriticised as out of keeping’ * 
with the matin house. 

A Ministry’ oflelnl said: “As 
additions to the orlginal  struc- 
ture they. nreof leis historle 
interest." Chiswick Housg was 
bullt 1727-1730 by the third 
Earl of Burlingion, art patron 
and amateur architect. He em- 
ployed Colin Cafpbell and tater 
Willlam Kent, : 

In 1948, in nbudly dilapidated 
condition, It wag transferred ta 
the nation by Middlesex County 
Council and Brentford and Chis- 
wick Borough Council by a deed 
of rift under the Ancient Monu- 
ments Acts.

trying to think oul 
what Mahatma andhi 
might have said, or done, 
in the world situation, that 
we are now facingy without 
him. I took down his own 
writings from my bookshelf, 
and some of the books writ- 
ten by others about him, 
and T got out the notes that 
I had mide of my meetings 
with him years ago. 

I had no idea, “that 
evening, that on the follow- 
ing day I should be talking 
to his son, Devadas Gandhi. 
I did not even know — that 
Devadas Gandhi was in Lon- 
don for a few days. ; But 
when | did mect him, al 
most the first words he said 
tome were: “If my father 
were alive today, he would 
have gone to Moscow.” 

Something of the same 
thought had been — running 
through my own mind, But 
{ realised that it involved two 
assumptions. The first as- 
sumption was that the Rus- 
aians would give him travel 
facilities and admit him to 
discussion with their led- 
ers In view of Moscow's 
concern to’ influence public 
opinion outside the USS.R., 
it might be that they would 


night, 


hardly have refused. 


No Hesitation 


HE second assumption 

was that Gandhi himself 
would decide that-the cause 
of peace might be served by 
his personal intervention 
in international affairs. Ile 
never showed any hesitation 
about placing himself in the 
very storm centre of a prob- 
lem while he was alive. But 
he had found those — storm 
centres umong his own 
people or in their direct 
concerns. 

T have always thought 
that one ‘of the most signifi- 
cant things about Mahatma 
Gandhi was the concentra- 


tion of his life's work upon 
the needs of his own coun- 
try. His was a universal 
figure with a universal im. 
fluence. But he recognised 
the tusk before him and did 
not dissipate his energies. 
Even the greatdoctrine of 
non-violence, whieh could 
make an ideal appeal to all 
humanity, had a special 
practical reference to Un- 
dia’s position inthe last 
twenty-five yeurs before in- 
dependence, antin the first 
stage of developing and pre- 
serving nationhood. 


Experiments 


HAT is my personal view. It 
is the view of aWesterner who 
discovered, or thought he dis 
covered, Gandhl through the 
Indian villages, and the 
Indian through 
Gandhi. easily be 
wrong. Indeed, anyone may 
be wrong in tying to relate 
Gandhi and = Gandhistn to 
particular sltuatio, For surely 
his Hfe was whathe called it, a 
series of experiments, ‘The ¢x- 
periments were undertaken with 
the full force of his free per- 
sonality. There were clear 
principles behinl them, but 
he did tot pretend to 
foresee the application of those 
principles to any given event 
Even so, the poneiples them- 
selves may give us some rlue. 
I believe that ore of them war 
& faith in internationalism based 
nationnlism-—that is to say. 
en a purifled, non-aggressive 
nationalism. 


“National independence,” 
said, “is as necesary as Indivi- 
dual independene," and again 
and again he showed that both 
those freedoms Involve respansi~- 
bilities. A fully developed na- 
tionalism, attaind by Just and 
truthful means, was the first 
step: then comes voluntary in 
terdependence wih other na- 
tions for the gool of the whole 
world. 

“Internatlonallmn is possible 
only when nationalism becomes 
a fact, ic. when peoples belonc- 
ing to different countrics havo 
organised themselves and are 
able to act togeticr.” 

A free India, yluntarily asso- 
ciated with the Commonwealth 
and playing her full part in a 
world-wide organisation of na- 
tiona for peact—this, surely, 
was the goal 0 which ho 
pointed.,

tional summons to withdraw, 

oppesed by the united dect- 
sich of free nations. 


No Short Cuts 


T° me, it seems that the 
qu.stion of armed aggression 
and interference between ene 
tion and another is at this 

ie of the world’s history the 
most vital and immediate one, 
Others, I know, see the whole 
problem in terms of political 
belief—-to be Communists or 
not to be Communists, How 
can Gandhism solve that, con- 
flict? 


I can see the beaming Smile 
with which he would describe 
himself os a revolutionary in 
s0Me matters, a conservative In 
others. He thought Lenin a 
“master-spirit," but kk was with 
Tolstoy that he felt kinship, 
because Tolstoy believed in a 
new social Ider as a function 
of human love, nolas a function 
of blind econcmic forces.

‘ommunism of the Russinn 
type," he wrote, “that is Com- 
rmunism which fs !mposed on a 
peopl>, would be repugnant to 
India.”

pansion? au. denial of the 
enlightened — nationalism for 
which he worked, a deninl of 
the frie human spirit. 


Real Meaning 


UST as Gandhi could recog- 
nise the virtue in. Communist 
ideals, so he was swift to detect 
the perversion of ideals for im- 
pure purposes of powcr. None 
knew better than he the real 
meaning of imperialism. My 
cwn countrymen have no Miu- 
sions about that unyielding fight 
of his. He denounced it when 
it showed itself in Japan, and 
he would not have failed to seq 
the corruption of power which 
has made the U.S.S.R. Into a 
centralised imperialism. 

Just before the World War, T 
asked him what the British 
should do for peace. “Give up 
your i}-sotten gains,” he re- 
pliicd. 1 think I argued that that 
wos what we hoped we were 
doing, and that not all of those 
“giins" were  ill-potten In the 
sense that he Intended.
